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I T is for me a pleasure and an honor to be 
called upon to preface in a few words the 
catalogue of pictures exhibited this month by 
the Lotos Club. 


The Honorable W. A. Clark has again allowed 
the public to study a selection of pictures from his 
great gallery and has given us for the first time the 
opportunity to admire his unrivalled series of 
paintings by Corot, Cazin and Monticelli, never yet 
exhibited to the New York public. 


A number of art historians believe Corot to have 
been the greatest French painter of the nineteenth 
century. The French nation honors him as such 
for of no other artist in the world does the Louvre 
exhibit ninety paintings. Outside the Louvre, the 
greatest collection of Corot’s works is undoubtedly 
the stately array of twenty-two masterpieces ex- 
hibited today by the Lotos Club. It shows the 
^ painter-poet at his best and highest, throughout his 
career, from the early Italian ^dews to the vaporous 
visions of Ville d’Avray, not to omit the scarce and 
magnificent figure pieces.

Cazin, the Honorable W. A. Clark has always 
loved and admired. We now see the reasons for 
his love and admiration. No contemporary French 
artist has given proof of more delicate and refined 
qualities of luminosity, color, tenderness and con- 
summate skill. Again it is a privilege to study and 
compare eighteen of the finest Gazin’s in the world. 

Even less known to the public at large is the great 
colorist Monticelli. The three well defined phases 
of his evolution are illustrated here as in no 
museum or collection of the Old or New World. 

From such an exhibition we all have something 
to learn, collectors, artists, writers, teachers and 
students. These sixty pictures have been collected 
with a noble purpose: to educate the mind and 
improve the taste, to further, in one word, the 
highest ideals of life, labor and beauty.
